WHEREAS, the City Council has requested that the 
City administration explore ways of reducing expenses in both 
the Civil City and City Utilities; and 
WHEREAS, one such option would be privatization, or 
contracting out, certain services currently provided; and 
WHEREAS, a majority of the City's and City 
Utilities' collective bargaining agreements contain successor 
clauses and/or prohibitions against contracting out 
bargaining unit work; and 
WHEREAS, such clauses and prohibitions reduce the 
attractiveness of privatization, or contracting out; 
NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 
SECTION 1. Section 20-16(m) is added to the Fort 


Wayne City Code to read as follows: 


(m) No successor clauses or prohibitions against 
contracting out: No agreement entered into under 


this section may contain a provision that binds a 
successor to the terms and conditions of the 
agreement, that requires a successor to recognize 
the bargaining agent as the exclusive 
representative of any employees employed by the 
city or its utilities under said agreement and to 
be employed by the successor entity, or that 
prohibits the city oor its utilities from 
contracting out work historically performed by 
members of a bargaining unit. 


SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage and any and all 
necessary approval by the Mayor and shall apply to all 


agreements entered into after its effective date.
